Gets Nod 


Menlo Park city councilmen 
Tuesday night issued an informal 
okay for Architect Kingsford 
Jones to go ahead with plans for 
placing the city’s proposed library 
on a location facing Ravenswood 
avenue, but encroaching on the 


Scouthaven used by the Girl 
Scouts. 
They also agreed to continue 


consideration of a reorientation of 
the whole civic center develop- 
ment plan, to have it face Ravens- 
wood avenue rather than Alma 
street as suggested by Councilman 
Ira Bonde. 

The definite step toward li- 
brary construction was taken af- 
ter the councilmen looked over 
another plot plan of the area — 
one which showed a further re- 
shuffling of the buildings which 
the council hopes can be built at 
intervals during the coming years. 

City Manager C. L. Longson said 
the library would encroach 
only on the northwest corner of 
the Scouthaven area, and would 
not require moving of the Huttli 
—a shelter built for the girls by 
the Menlo Park Lions club. 

He said no formal agreement 
had ever been entered into by the 
Sequoia area council of the Girl 
Scouts and the city; the youth ag- 
ency, he said, had merely been 
given permission to use the city’s 
property. 


The system to be purchased 
would be the 262-custemer North 
Palo Alto system, now served 
by the Palo Alto water depart- 
ment from across Pope street 
bridge. 

The latter city has been de- 
Scribed as “willing to sell” but 
«mo price has been set. 

The area was first built up in 


the 1910’s and Palo Alto water 
was the only variety available at 
that time. 


When the city’s water depart- 
ment was activated three years 
ago, a proviso was included to the 
effect that revenues from sale of 
water could not be used for pur- 
chase of new water systems. This 
was to protect subscribers from 
the possibility of being saddled 
with buying outlying systems in 
addition to paying for mainten- 
ance of their own. 

Meanwhile, the revenues have 
j}included some _ reserve funds, 
| which have been invested in long- 
term federal savings bonds and 
other “blue chips,” so that they’ll 
be available for major maintenance 
| projects when these become neces- 
sary many years hence. 

According to the plan put forth 
by the water commission Monday 
night and explained to city coun- 
cilmen Tuesday at the latters’ in- 
|formal meeting, the bookkeeping 
| for the two systems would be such 
| that the progress of the investment 
could be traced and no financial 
| burden would be placed on users 
| of the existing section, which cov- 
| ers the Willows and Belle Haven | 
| areas.

Your City’s Business: 
Additional Parking Space

Before our new southside park-

Opponents 
charged that there was enough 
parking available before opening 
the southside plazas, and that even 
if there were not, elimination of 
commuter and employee and em- 
player parking in the plaza would 
free a large number of spaces.

parking was needed if more in- 
tensive use of existing space 
ewer to be made, and even with- 
out employee parking the ratio 
of less than one square foot of 
parking to the potential one 
square foot of building area in 
the commercial district was 
grossly inadequate for the fu- 
ture. 

Opponents retorted that the city 
was almost completely built up, 
that the new Stanford shopping 
center was closer to areas outside 
to be developed, and that new 
shopping centers would be built 
in these outlying areas when they 
were developed. 

Paul McKelvey, one of the pro- 
ponents, suggested that the city 
obtain the services of an experi- 
enced consultant in the merchan- 
dising field to make a _ recom- 
mendation as to whether or not 
additional parking is needed. In 
my opinion this is an excellent 
idea. 

It is obvious that there is no 
need to acquire the additional 
parking immediately so far as 
present requirements go, but if 
we want until the need becomes 
apparent, we are likely to find 
some of the present available 
space built upon, and for this 
reason the cost of acquiring ad- 
ditional parking space will be- 
come prohibitive. 

In fact, if the Menlo avenue 
frontage becomes fully developed, 
and it were necessary to find more 
parking space, the only course 
would be to take the El Camino 
frontage, a disruptive procedure. 

Anything that is done will dis- 
commode some property owners, 
and place a cost burden of sub- 
stantial size on others. But on the 
other hand, we cannot afford to 
take a course that will prevent 
our central business district from 
reaching its full potential. 

To do less will deprive all pres- 
ent property owners of realizing 
full values for their properties, 
and will deprive the city of the 
values that would accrue as a re- 
sult of an intensive development. 

Certainly the best interests of 
the business district as a whole 
and the city as a whole must be 
the paramount consideration in 
selecting our course of action. 

Therefore, it seems prudent to 
me to seek the advice of an ex- 
perienced, practical consultant in 
the field, not only to make a 
recommendation for parking, but 
also in arriving at this recom-

As Deadline Neared, Supervisors 
Were Still Eyeing Ballot Measures

BOARD STILL UNDECIDED— 
With the deadline for the placing 
of issues on the November ballot 
coming up next Tuesday, the board 
of supervisors still wasn’t unde- 
cided about what, if any, decisions 
it will ask the voters to decide. 

In a few issues back we had the 
ballot deadline as of August 30. 
It seems that this was the time 
County Clerk John A. Bruning 
wanted to have any possible bal- 
lot proposals prepared so as to 
speed up the tremendous load on 
his staff. 

But the legal deadline IS next 
Tuesday so there is time for 
the board to act. As things stood 
last week, the Virginia Mills 
park site bond issue is out the 
window. The board voted 4-1 to 
drop the proposal after the own- 
ers of the 1960-acre parcel re- 
fused to budge on the price of 
approximately $360,000. 

The county engineer estimated 
that it would take $100,000 to build 
approximately six miles of road to 
serve the park and many additional 
thousands to provide necessary im- 
provements. It was felt by four 
members of the board that the half 
million was too much for this park 
program. 

Supervisor William M. Werder 
was the lone holdout. He wanted 
to submit the issue to the people, 
not on a half-million-dollar bond 
issue, but merely to ask the citi- 
zens if they wanted the county 
to purchase the lands at a certain 
price. 

He didn’t want the matter drop- 
ped, but others refused to go along

| and unless the subject is reopened 
it is a dead issue. The new park 
purchase was recommended by the 
park and recreation commission 
with the support of many garden 
clubs and other groups. 

A Friday board meeting was 
confined mainly to a discussion 
of proposed charter changes as 
they refer to Civil Service regu- 
lations. A recommendation from 
the Employes’ Association asks 
that the charter be changed to 
have local salaries set on an ay- 
erage with San Francisco, Ala- 
meda, Contra Costa and Santa 
Clara counties. 

This would give the workers a 
much higher average, as present 
figures are based on the Bay Area 
average, including the smaller 
counties of Marin, Napa, etc. The 
supervisors so far have frowned 
on such a change. 

Much as they would like to get 
the final say on the salary sche- 
dule, board members are stuck for 
the proper solution. 

They are rightfully worried 
about voter reaction to a change 
in such words and haven’t been 
able to figure out just what step 
to take. 

At present the Civil Service 
Commission has the final say on 
all salaries of the workers and the 
inequalities of the past several 
years have stirred up a hornet’s 
nest in the courthouse, 

Board Chairman Thomas Callan 
has vowed he would place some 
such issue on the November ballot, 
and it may still come to pass, but 
it won’t be directed at one officer 
principally, nor will it give the 
board the absoulte decision, we 
gather from discussions. 


End of Dump Burning One Aim 
Of New Smog Control District

On October 1 the Bay Area 
Smog-Control District, comprised 
of San Francisco, San Mateo, San- 
ta Clara, Alameda, Contra Costa 
and Marin counties will go into ef- 
fect to control smog conditions in 
this area. 

According to Martin Poss, sup- 
ervisor of San Mateo County, who 
was chosen as first chairman for 
the smog-control commission, lead- 
ers in the entire Bay area have 
been conscious of the smog pro- 
blem for a number of years. Since 
1949 there have been smog-control 
study committees who have been 
working to establish some kind 
of control over health-menacing 
fumes. 

Spearheaded by the San Mateo 
county board of supervisors, with 
E. R. Stallings as chairman, the 
smog-control committee worked 
with Assemblyman Richard J. Dol- 
wig to prepare a bill authorizing 
a smog-control commission. Dol- 
wig then carried the proposition 
to the state legislature, finally see- 
ing that it was passed. 

The newly-formed commission 
has been given the power to con- 
trol smoke and other gases causing 
smog, according to Poss, but until 
regulations satisfactory to all the 
counties concerned have been set 
up, action cannot be taken. 

The commission, now headed by 
Alameda county supervisor Frank 
Dunn, has already hired an expert 
from Detroit as smog-control offi- 
cer. He will contact all agencies, 
private or public, causing smoke 
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conditions, to ask their voluntary 
control. Should this fail, the com- 
mission is empowered to take vio- 
lators to civil court. 

In San Mateo county action 
has been taken to try to control 
dump burning conditions. A gar- 
bage district with Redwood City, 
San Carlos and Belmont its 
members, has been formed, and 
one in the north end of the coun- 
ty is under way, according to 
Poss. 

William Werder, south county 
representative on the board of su- 
pervisors, says that the district is 
trying to purchase land now for 
a fill and cover dump. Both he and 
Poss declare that light dumpings, 
such as paper cartons, will have to 
be burned and it is hoped to raise 
enough money to provide inciner- 
ation for anything that must be 
burned rather than buried. 

Since this garbage district was 
passed too late to qualify for tax- 
es this year, the supervisors are 
studying ways to finance the land 
purchase, Werder adds. To date 
they have been investigating lend- 
lease purchase, bonding or borrow- 
ing from the county retirement 
system, but no action has been 
taken. 


According to a county law, burn- 
ing at dumps is allowable under 
use permit, and while no new 
ones are being granted, the ones 
in effect are controlled on a vol- 
untary basis, with checks for wind 
conditions, 

“Open dump burning is the 
least expensive way we have of 
disposing of waste materials,” he 

said. “If we are to eliminate 
smoke and odor we will have to 
have fill and cover dumps and 
incineration. This will cost from 
35 to 75 per cent more and it 
will have to be assumed by the 
taxpayers.” 

A check at the Bay road dump 
with the officer in charge revealed 
that the dumps are not fired be- 
fore 10 or 11 in the morning when 
the prevailing winds are blowing 
southward, and that the only 
smoke blowing the other way is 
from small fires not quite out the 
night before. Also, all who dump 
must check with the officer, who 
makes sure that no wet garbage 
is included. 

Dolwig points out that while 
garbage dumps seem to be the 
most obvious offenders, automo- 
biles cause 50 per cent of smog 
conditions. Under the new smog 
law, controls of all kinds of smoke 
and fumes are being sought, to 
comply with regulations now be- 
ing prepared,

MAIN THEME 

When such plants have good 
flowers or berries, their color can 
be used as the main theme in the 
landscape design (such as olean- 
ders against a gray house or pink 
abelia near used brick), or the sin- 
gle bright accent to a generally 
green picture. 


These common plants can also 


be combined with other plants to 
make a most unusual design. The 
tiny leaves and black twigs of pit- 
tosporum nigricans near the hig 
dark leaves of an aralia make these 
two often-used plants beeome an 
unusual whole picture. I love the 
picture of the variegated pitto- 
sporum growing under a dark oak 
and further set off by a ground 
cover of dark ivy. One of my fay- 
orite house entrances has two 
white birch clumps by the door, 
and dark green junipers as ground 
cover. 


Combining flowering periods 
of cotiimon plants will also cre- 
ate an unustial picture, such as 
blite ceanothus in bloom under 
a pink flowering crabapple, or 
pink abélia iti front of white jas- 
miné, 


Growers are also hard at work 
to providé new varieties of old 
favorites. Now the landscaper can 
have a low growitg form of pyra- 
cantha, or a tree form of ceano 
thus. 

It is also possible to prune easy- 
to-grow plants into unusual shapes 
—an oleander can be standardized 
into a small tree, or thinned out 
enough as a bush to be very wil- 
lowy looking. 

Hollywood junipers take to wir- 
ing into twisted forms, and little 
twigs can be cut off to expose the 
handsome bark. I have enjoyed 
seeing old orange trees thinned 
out enough to show their hand- 
some scaffolding. 

This is all great fun, but T also 
think everyone should have at 
least ohne plant that is unusual 
right from the beginning, and I 
will tal€ about some of these next 
time. 


GARDEN CALENDAR 
WEEK OF SEPT. 20 

Summer annuals should be pull- 
ed up and put on the compost pile 
and the ground prepared for new 
plants. 

It is a wise gardener who pre- 
pares the soil first, then buys 
his plants. 

There are snaps, stock, pansies, 
calendula, primula, cineraria, cl 
clamen, and even broccoli and cab 
bage plants to tuck in among the 
flowers if you are weary of full 
seale vegetable gardening 

It is so important to clean out 
sprayers after use—for the safety 
of the next plants sprayed and the 
long life of the sprayer. Insecti- 
cides and fungicides are removed 
by forcing through the sprayer a 
solution of four tablespoons of bak 
ing soda to a pail of water. 

Then they are rinsed with 
clear water and finally with wa- 
ter to which a cup of vinegar 
has been added. When 2,4-D has 
been used, the sprayer should be 


filled with water to which two 
tablspoons of ammonia have 
been added. 

After standing a day, rinse with 


clear water. Even with this, it is 
safer to keep one sprayer just for 
weed killers

Not every caterpillar is worth 
collecting. Practically all of the 
fuzzy ones can be ignored as they 
develop into drab moths. But the 
smooth skinned, fleshy varieties

Watch for aphids on chrysanthe 
mums and shrubs, and spray with 
malathion The tiny red spider 
mite may be attacking privet hedg 
nd turning the foliage gray or 
yellow. Apply a miticide.
